Several weeks ago a gentleman who is 
largely interested in the pecan indus- 
trv in Louisiana vistted the plantation 
of a progressive farmer in Mitchell coun- 
ty who has set aside a considerable acre- 
age for peeans and is growing them with 
gratifving success. After inspecting the 
soil, trees,.etc., and sampling. the large, 
richly flavored nuts, the Louisianian, whe 
is an expert on pecans and pecan culture, 
pronounced the Georgia product the best 
he had ever seen or ever expected to 
see. And he manifested his sincerity by 
straightway purchasing a 100-acre tract 
which he will plant in pecans. 

A pecan orchard bewms bearing in from 
By the time the 
trees are from twelve to fifteen years old 
they aré vielding heavy crops, and year 
after year they become more prolific. 
There are trees in Georgia known to be 
more than eighty years old which still 
produce many bushels of nuts annually. 

A little figuring demonstrates how an 
acre of land covered with twenty year old 
pecan trees is wel] worth somé¢thing like 
$1,000. Suppose the acre contains twen- 
ty-five vigorous trees.

With these two amendments accepted 
Governor Candler announced that he 
would recommend in his annual message 
to the general assembly the acceptance 
of the plan and would see that a measure 
embodying the proposition was introduced 
in the legislature. 

Railroads Raised a Protest. 

Strange to say, the representatives of 
the roads entered a strong objection to 
the amendment touching the viaduct and 
said very little about the first amendment 
to raise the rental from 5 to 6 per cent. 
Finally the commission agreed to amend 
the viaduct amendment by simply recom- 
mending in its report to the legislature 
that before any appropriation was made 
for a depot the viaduct over Whitehall 
should be assured. 

General Manager Scott, of the Georgia 
railroad, wished to know on what ground 
the commission asked that the rent of the 
proposed be raised from 56 to 6 
per cent annually. 

“It is simply a business proposition 
with the gtate,” replied Attorney General 
Terrell, ‘‘we wish to get as much out of 
it as possible. The commission is unan- 
imous in the opinion that 5 per cent is 
too little in view of the fact that the 
rental paid at present by the lessee road 
is 7 per cent.’’ 

President Thomas demurred strongly to 
the amendment raising the per cent of 
rental. “‘We have just finished a hand- 
some depot structure in Nashville at 
cost of $350,000," said he, ‘‘and the rent 
the roads pay on that is 4 per cent. We 
agree here to pay the state of Georgia 5 
per cent on its depot and yet you object.”’ 

“Aside from that issue,’’ returned the 
attorney general, ‘“‘the lessee road at 
present pays 7 per cent rental and agrees 
to continue paying it, yet in this answer 
filed today you agree to pay only 5 per 
cent on the new depot.”’ 

“Well, the difference is,’’ replied Pres- 
ident Thomas, ‘‘that the property on 
which we pay 7 per cent is wage-earning 
property, while qa depot comes under the 
head of a luxury.” 

At this point the sharp voice of Counsel 
A. R. Lawton, of the Central, broke into 
the colloquy. ‘‘You must remember, your 
excellency,’’ said he, ‘“‘that no other road 
represented here except the Nashvilie, 
Chattanooga and St.Louis has ever agreed 
to pay the state 7 per cent on any of its 
property.

In order that Governor Candler may 
have the opportunity of incorporating his 
recommendation on the depot in his an- 
nual message, the railroads have all 
agreed to have their replies to, the state’s 
amendment in the hands of the governor 
by next Friday.

Citizens Fought Flames with Buckets 
of Water—At One Time Whole 
Town Was in Danger. 


Thomaston, Ga., October 11.—(Special.) 
The Sandwich house, a large and magnifi- 
cent hotel of this city, was burned this 
morning at 4 o’clock. When first discov- 


| ered the fire was burning in one of the | 
rooms on the first floor, in the eastern | 
| part of the building, and had gained such 


headway that it eould not be extinguish- 
ed. As there was a strong breeze blowing 
from the east, the wind quickly fanned 
the fire into great billows of flame which 
completely enwrapped the immense struc- 
ture. The flames spread with ‘such ra- 
pidity that very few of the guests saved 
any of thejr personal effects, and many 
of the occupants. were given but very 
little time in which to escape, being con- 


sumed in the conflagration. To such a/| 
Sreat height did the flames mount thatey 


sparks and balls of burning material as 
large as a man’s hand were carried up in 
the air and dropped not only upon many 
of the Storehojises situated in the city 
Square, but also two or three residences 
were in this way set on fire, although 
located beyond the Square andin the 
western part of the city. 

Three of the storehouses, situated upon 
the square, were ignited four or five 


times each, and for a short while it seem- ‘ 


ed that almost the entire city would be 
destroyed. 

People upon the housetops with buck- 
ets of water succeeded in extinguishing 
every spark, and by hard work the spread 
of the conflagration was prevented. 

The Sandwich house was a large, new, 
two-story hotel building, comtaining more 
than sixty rooms, almost all of which 
were Occupied at the time of the burning.

FRENCH NOTE 


Secretary of Stale Delivers a 
Copy to Thiebaut 


TWO GOVERNMENTS AGREE 


Equitable Indemnities for the Gov- 
ernments, Corporations and Pri- 
vate Individuals Is One of 
the Conspicuous 
Demands, 


Washington, October 11.—The reply of 
the state department to the French note 
relative to the bases of Chinese negotia- 
tions was made public today. It read as 
follows: 

“The Secretary of State to the French 
Charge d’Affairs—(Sent to M. Thiebaut, 
October 10, 1900.)\—Memorandum: 

“The government of the United States 
agrees with that of France in recognizing 
as the object to be obtained from the 
government of China appropriate repara- 
tion for the past and substantial guaran- 
ties for the future. 

“The president Is glad to perceive in the 
bases of negotiations put forward in the 
memorandum of October 4th the spirit 
that has animated the declarations here- 
tofore Made by al] the powers interested, 
and would be pleased to see the negotia- 
tions begun immediately upon the usual 
verification of credentials. 

“It may be convenient to enumerate the 
clauses of the memorandum and to idd 
some observations dictated bv the atti- 
tude of the United States in the present 
circumstances. 

“1. The punishment of the guilty par- 
ties who may be designated by the repre- 
sentatives of the powers at Pekin. 

“The Chinese government has already 
indicated its intention to punish a num- 
ber of those responsible for the recent 
disorders. The representatives of the 
powers at Pekin may suegest additions 
to that list when negotiations are entered 
upon. 

“2. The continuance of the interdiction 
against the importation of arms. 

‘It is not understood that tnis interdic- 
tion is to be Permanent, and the duration 
of it and the details of its regulation 
seem a proper subject of discussion by the 
negotiators. 

“3. Equitab!te indemnities for the gov- 
ernments, corporations and private jn- 
dividuals. 

“This is an object desired by all the 
powers. The Russian government has 
Suggested that in case of protracted di- 
vergence of views, this matter might be 
commended to the consideration of the in- 
ternational court of arbitration of The 
Hague. The president thinks this sug- 
gestion worthy the attention of the pow- 
ers. 

“4. The organization in Pekin of a per- 
manent guard for the jegations. 

“The government of the United States 
is unable to make any permanent en- 
gagement of thisenature without the au- 
thorization of the legislative branch, but 
in the present emergency we have sta- 
—- in Pekin an adequate legation 
guard. 

‘S. The dismantling of the forts at Ta- 


“The president reserves the expression 
of his opinion as to this measure pending 
the receipt of further information in re- 
gard to the situation in China. 

“6. The military occupation of two or 
three points on the road from Tien Tsin 
to Pekin. 

“The same observation which has been 
made jin reference to No. 4 applies also to 
this proposition. The president is unable 
to commit the United States to a perma- 
nent participation in such occupation, but 
he thinks it desirable that the powers 
sha}]] obtain from the Chinese government 
the assurance of their right to guard 
their legations in Pekin and to have the 
means of unrestricted access to them 
whenever required. 

“The president believes that the govern- 
ments of France and the other powers 
will see in the reserves we have here 
made no obstacle to the initiation of re- 
sstiations on the lines suggested. and he 
hopes it will be found practicable to be- 
gin such negotiations at an early day.

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LIQUOR DEBT =REPUDIATED. 


The Court Restrains Payment of 
Barnesville Dispensary Debt, 


Barnesville. Ga., October 11.—(Special) 


| The inavor and council of this city, as 
| the official governing body of Barnesville. 


have been served with a temporary re- 
straining order enjoining them from pay- 
ing a debt amounting to several thous 
and dollars, incurred for stock purchased 
for the dispensary here. 

This petition for injumetion was pre- 
sented to Judge Reagan in Zebulon on 
Tuesday last by Colonel C. J. Lester, at- 
torney for the petitioners, Colonel A, A. 
Murphey and John T. Blalock, both of 
this city. 

The allegations in the petition are that 
the dispensary is run ostensibly for the 
purpose of selling spirituous and malt 
liquors for medicinal, mechanical and 
sacramental purposes, but that these }- 
quors ate being sold for other purposes 
in violation of law, and that the liquors 
bought for the dispensary were illegally 
contracted for and that the town is not 
responsible for the debt. 

The petition then asked the court 
grant a restraining order to prevent the 
payment of any debt held by an one 
against this city for the purchase of 
“spirituous and malt liquors, wines and 
ciders;’\ also that “said indebtedness 
ille gally created against said city, by sald 
officers and authorities * * * he de 
clared and decreed illegal and the con- 
tract void and of no binding force and ef- 
fect upon said municipality and its tax- 
payers.’ It is further asked that the city 
of Barnesville or any one acting for the 
city be restrained and prohibited, an 
forever enjoined from paying this or any 
other debt now due for the purchase of 
intoxicating beverages of any nature. 

Upon being asked to state his position 
in the matter, Colonel Murphey said: 

“Hearing so many unsavory rumors and 
reports relative to tue operation of the 
dispensary and machinery, IT proceeded 
to make some investigation. I discovered 
in the dispensary report some things that 
rather startled me. It shows the sale of 
over $16.000 worth of Nquors for the year 
ending September ist, at a profit of over 
$5,000, and this, too, Im the light of the 
law which says it can only be sold from 
the dispensary for medicinal, mechanical 
and sacramental purposes. I also learn 
ed from the clerk and treasurer that the 
city owes at least $6,000 for intoxicating 
liquors. 

“T could not see why the city should 
owe such a large liquor bill and, at the 
same time, make a profit of $5.0 per am 
num on the sales through the dispensary. 
If $5,000 was made last year through th 
dispensary, then it is reasonable to sur 
pose a like profit was realized in pre 
ceding years. 

“Leaving out the question of whether 
this amount eould be legally sold, through 
the dispensary, the constitution of Geor- 
gia inhibits the making of any debt of this 
character unless the same be indorsed 
by a two-thirds vote of the people at 4° 
election held for said purpose. 

“These facts, together with most dis 
creditable rumors, have led me and other? 
to file a bill to restrain the payment of 
this $6,000 Hquor debt until a thorough 
vestigation shall be made as to the work- 
ings and operations of the dispensary.’ 

Several prominent citizens of this com 
munity, however, have been heard 
openly denounce in strong measures th¢ 
repudiation of any debt which the city 
owes and from which the city has 
rived benefit, be it for liquor or anything

Manila, October 6, via Hong Kong, Oc- | posit less than a hundred dollars monthly 


tober 11.—The administration of Manila’s 
civil courts by Filipino magistrates, 
which has long been scandalous. is now 
public attention more than 
ever, and has been brought to the Taft 
commission's attention with requests for 
rectification. The courts are composed 
of four of the peace and four 
primary courts. The magistrates are all 
Filipinos and developments have proved 
that the incumbents are utter tailures as 
administers of justice. The dissatisfac- 
tion with and complaints against the ex- 
isting courts are unending. Natives and 
foreigners dread litigation, knowing the 
facts in the case. Charges have been filed 
and evidence is in the hands of the 
thorities, which, it is claimed, will show 
that the magistrates have been guilty of 
the greatest corruption and malfeasance 
in office. One magistrate ‘was recently 
suspended on suspicion of criminal abuse 
of power and attempt to defraud. The 
monthly collection of fines of the four 
native justices is estimated at $6,000. The

AMOUNT MARKED ON IT 
FOUND WHEN OPENED 


Shipper Claims To Have Had’ $10,- 
000 in Envelope on Which $5,000 
Was. Marked at the Bank 
When the Money Was 
Checked Out. 


New York, October 11.—Gustave Eck- 
stein, a New York 
Savannah, Ga., 
and also one of the partners in it, jis try- 
ing to find out what has become of $5,000, 
which he claims was in an envelope sent 
by express marked $5,000, but said to 
have contained double that sum when it 
was dispatched. On being opened at its 
destination only $5,000, it is declared, was 
forthcoming. 


One day last week Mr. Eckstein went 


| to the Central National bank, where he is 


a depositor, and drew a check for $10,000, 
asking the cashier, Mr. Young, for bills 
of a large denomination. He was given 
nine one-thousand-dollar bills and two 
five-hundred-dollar bills. Then he asked 
the cashier to have them put in’a large 
envelope, as he wanted to send the money 
by express. This was done and the par- 
cel was handed to him. 

Then, according to the story told by the 
cashier, the cotton merchant took a pen 
and marked the envelope $5,000. That 
done, he returned it to the cashier and 
requested him to forward it to Savannah 
along with the rest of the bank business. 
The envelope was directed to Eckstein’s 
brother, who is at the head of the Sa- 
vannah house. Mr. Young took it and 
Mr. Eckstein left the bank. 

At the close of business Eckstein’s 
package, marked $5,000, was taken to an 
office of the Adams Express Company by 
a messenger of the bank. A receipt was 
issued for it as marked, and it was for- 
warded, ‘together with the other pack- 
ages of money that had come from the 
same bank. 

Nothing was heard of the matter until 
late Tuesday night, and then Gustave 
Eckstein got a telegram from his brother 
in Savannah saying that the envelope 
had been received, but it contained only 
$5,000. It is said that Gustave Eckstein 
had written his brother of the transac- 
tion and that the envelope would contain 
$10,000. 

Mr. Eckstein has put the matter into 
the hands of his attorney.

INJURE PAVING 


Street Committee Considered 
Matter Yesterday Afternoon. 


the 


FINANCE COMMITTEE TO BE CONSULTED 


The Entire Matter Was Referred to a 
Joint Meeting of Finance and 
Street Committees. 


The condition of south Pryor street, 
from Garnett street to Georgia avenue, 
engaged the attention of the street com- 
mittee of the council yesterday after- 
noon. It will be again considered at a 
joint meeting with the finance committee. 

The vitrified brick paving on the street, 
as is well known, has been torn up in 
many places by the T-rails of the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company. Officials 
of the company admit this and contend 
that the street should be permanently re- 
paired and a different kind of rail used 
for the trdey cars. 

The residents of the street are very anx- 
ious to have the thoroughfare put in good 
condition and yesterday afternoon many 
of them appeared before the street com- 
mittee to urge that some action be taken: 

Some time ago Councilman Rawson in- 
troduced a resolution in the council re- 
quiring the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company to repair the street. This reso- 
lution was adopted and was approved by 
the mayor on September 17th. The com- 
pany was given thirty days in which to 
begin the work of repairing, the time 
limit expiring on October 17th. 

Colonel Goodwin and Vice President 
Glenn, of the Atlanta Railway and Pow- 
er Company, were present at the meeting 
yesterday afternoon to urge that their 
company be allowed to do permanent 
work on the street, which they declared 
could not be done without changing the 
style of rails. They announced that the 
street railway company would be willing 
to change the rails provided the city paid 
for repairing the street. 

This they argued was a perfectly fair 
proposition, as the company had been 
made to pay for the paving when it was 
put down From the talks of Colonel 
Goodwin and Mr. Glenn, and from the 
statements of citizens, it was proved that 
the company was ordered by the city to 
put down the T-rails on South Pryor 
street, over the protest of the officials of 
the company, who announced that the 
rails would not do, over the protest of 
the residents of the street and over the 
protest of the contractors. 

Company Was Embarrassed. 

The specifications for the paving, it ap- 
pears, called for the Johnson rail. The 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company, 
which was then the Consoligated Street 
Railway Company, was financially em- 
barrassed at the time, it being thought 
a receiver would be necessary. 

It had only enough groove rails to ex- 
tend from Mitchell street to Garnett 
street. It asked for time in which to se- 
cure the groove rails, but_the city offi- 
cials, according to the statement of yes- 
terday, insisted upon laying the rails im- 
mediately and approved of the T-ralils, 
although warned that they would injure 
the paving. 

Speeches were made yesterday after- 
noon by Tom Corrigan, Colonel Goodwin, 
Walter Brown, Waiter Venable and Mr. 
Glenn. Colonel Goodwin asked that the 
Atianta Hailway and Power Company be 
relieved from making the repairs, as was 
ordered by the council's resolution. The 
commitee theretore instructed its chair- 
man, Alderman 8S. W. Day, to present at 
the next meeting of the council a reso- 
lution suspending the lormer action. 

Councilman Harwell moved and Coun- 
cilman ‘Terry seconded that the entire 


matter be referred to a meeting ol the 
fnance and street commitees, in order

CONDITION OF NATIONAL BANKS 


—————————— 


Comptroller of Ciltrancy Gives Out a 
Statement. 

Washington, October 11.—The compirol- 
ler of the currency has completed an ab- 
stract of reports of the condition of all 
the national banks in the United States 
at the close of business September 5. 1900. 

The summary shows that the aggregate 
loans and discounts of the banks 
$2. 686,759,640, and 
deposits $2,507,248,557. 

A comparison of these figures with the 
ecndition June 29, 1900, the date of the 
previous call, shows that during the pe- 
riod between June and September there 
was an increase of $63,247,439 in loans and 
discounts and $49,155,7% in individual de- 
posits. 

The number of banks reporting on June 
th was 3,732 and the number reporting 
on September 5th was 3,872, an increase
